Franklin Alexander, member of the 
Communist Party, friend of Angela Davis, 
and chairman of the Ché-Lumumba Club, 
was being sought. this week by the Pig 
press and FBI. 

‘The Examiner (which apparently has 
some strange links with the FBI) first 
came out with the word that Alexander 
was supposed to be fleeing through 
Alabama with Angela 

The Pigs then cordoned off the block 
where Alexander lives, in the black 
community in LA. They found Angela’s 
car parked in front of his house. It had 
been there for 3 weeks, but it made for 
great headlines in The Examiner. 

The Feds had questioned Franklin's 
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Ronald Sukomoto, a Berkeley 
policeman, was shot through the right eye 
and killed, shortly after midnight 
Thursday morning on University Ave. just 
west of McGee. 

The shooting took place in front of an 
apartment building on the north side of 
University, and brought at least 
twenty-five uptight, rifle-toting Berkeley 
pigs to the scene. 

It was reported that a small calibre 
bullet went through Sukomoto's brain. 
Police Said he Was shot shortly after 
stopping a motorcyclist and warning him 
about a turn he had made. 

According to the police account, two 
other men then came up to the pair, and 
just shot Sukomoto. There were reports 
that the men and Sukomoto were arguing 
about the Los Siete trial just prior to the 
shooting. 

Police were reported to be looking for 
three men who apparently escaped by 
car. One of them was seen running down 
University with a pistol in his hand, 
moments after the two shots were fired. 

Witnesses reported that there was an 
enormous amount of blood on the street 
where the cop had been lying. The shot 
was apparently fired at very close range. 

As the Tribe, alerted by one of the 
eyewitnesses, arrived on the scene, police 
were re-enacting the shooting. One cop” 
stood with his arm extended full length, 
pointing at another cop, not more than 
two feet away. 

Witnesses said that when they looked 
out of their windows after hearing the 
shots, they saw the cop lying in the street 
behind the police car. The driver’s door 
of the police car was wide open. 


People at the scene theorized that the 
cop had gotten out of his car in a hurry, 
and was rushing out to perpetrate some 
act of piggery, and that when he got close 
to the person he was gunning for, he was 
blasted'at close range. 

Early reports said that the man who 
fired the gun was black. Efforts by police 
to nab the suspects in the immediate 
vicinity were unsuccessful, but witnesses 
and potential witnesses were rounded ир 
from all over, and a police photographer 
was shooting up a storm. 

The shooting occurred 


less than 


twelve hours after a rally to free Los Siete 
at the San Francisco Civic Center, during 
which most speakers solidly endorsed the 
actions of Jonathan Jackson, James 
McClain, William Christmas, and Ruchel 
McGee in San Rafael two weeks ago. 

There is no way to tell yet if the 
shooting of Berkeley pig Ronald 
Sukomoto was related to what went 
down in Marin, had something to do with 
Los Siete, was the act of a black man 
fighting for his survival, or if it came as a 
result of the continuous campaign of 
harrassment, intimidation, brutality, and 
illegal rip-offs that the Berkeley; Police 
Department has waged against the youth 
community here over the past year. 

As a visitor to the Tribe office stated 
early Thursday morning: “Гуе been 
expecting this to happen in Berkeley for a 
long time. I live in Oakland, but I've been 
harrassed by the Berkeley pigs a hell of a 
lot more lately than Гуе everbeen hassled 
by the Oakland pigs. You might say that 
this shooting is overdue. Гуе been 
expecting it for over a year now." 


State is threatened by her, wants to get 
rid of her, you see. Or that this

A brother got up and recited a letter 
received from twelve black prisoners in 
“O Wing” of Soledad Prison. “The pigs 
have accused twelve of us for the death of 
the guard that was killed three weeks ago 
and have put us in isolation. We 
recognize the correct path shown us by 
the Marin revolutionaries, Jonathan 
Jackson ‘carried a rifle in one hand and 
the love of the people in the other. We 
are now defenseless and isolated in 
Soledad and rely on the power of ihe 
people to release us by any means 
necessary." 

When the speakers were finished, we 
marched, fifteen hundred strong, to the 
S.F. Hall of Injustice and expressed our 
solidarity with Los Siete and the 
prisoners on the top floors, The pigs were 
put uptight with the number of people 
there and chased us off the lawn, 
capturing three, Then we split back to 
Market Street to disperse. Some brothers 
and sisters headed towards Unioon 
Square doing some trashing along the 
way. More people were captured bringing 
the number of arrests to six.

Outside the old wooden church. in 
Oakland's black ghetto, a sea of black, 
brown and white faces filled the 
sidewalks and street. They had been 
gathering there for hours, waiting in the 
hot sun. Two lines of Black Panthers—in 
full uniform of black jackets and 
berets—stood at the entrance to. the 
church. And the people in the streets, 
though unable to hear any of what was 
happening inside the church, maintained 
а respectful quiet throughout the 
afternoon. r 

Two hearses pulled up in front of the 
church, and the crowd in' the street 
moved back to make way for them, A 
brown mahogany casket, followed by a 
grey one, were lifted out. “Panthers 
Salute!” a voice shattered the stillness. 
Clenched black fists shot up into the air, 
and fists from the crowd were raised 
along with them. 

Inside the church Panther Chief of 
Staff David Hilliard began the service: 
“Wherever death may surprise us, let it be 
welcome, provided that this, our battle 
cry, reach some receptive ear, and 
another hand may be extended to wield 
our weapons and other men come forth 
to intone our funeral dirge with the 
staccato singing of machine guns and new 
battle cries of war and victory.” 

Father Earl Neil, spiritual advisor to 
the BPP, spoke of Jonathan Jackson, who 
“offered his life for our liberation of 
August 7, 1970” and of William 
Christmas, the revolutionary prisoner 
who died with him. 

He read three of the many letters and 
telegrams received by the Jackson family, 
one from a Berkeley mother, and another 
from the Berkeley NCCF which affirmed:

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Is John De Bonis a dirty old man? 


According to a story in the Berkeley 
Police Gazette, De Bonis asked an 
18-year-old girl he passed on Shattuck 
Ave. on Tuesday for her home telephone 
number, promising to take her out to 
dinner in return. 

When the girl refused, De Bonis 
apparently got pissed off and went for a 
cop. He told the cop that the girl had 
tried to panhandle from him. 

The cop, Ed Coyne, seemed doubtful 
of De Bonis’ story, according to Tribe 
sources, but asked the girl, Laura 
Woodman, for her ID. Laura told Coyne 
she was over 18, but that her ID had been 
stolen in San Francisco. 

Coyne seemed on the verge of letting 
her go, but the incredible De Bonis 
insisted she be charged with panhandling. 
Coyne was careful to tell Laura, “Mr. De 
Bonis is placing you under arrest." 

According to witnesses at the scene, 
Coyne's statement that DeBonis had 
treated Laura with “a great deal of 
warmth and understanding” is pure 
bullshit. 

“DeBonis was ranting and raving all 
over the place, just like he does at City 
Council meetings,” one witness said. “It 
was hysterically funny until he brought 
back the pig.” 

Some of the couneilman’s choice 
remarks to Laura as reported to the Tribe 
were: “You shouldn’t be hanging around 
here with all these dirty hippies. You're 
just a tramp. No decent man is going to 
want to marry you.” 

Presumably, Crazy John made these 
comments, after Laura refused his dinner 
invitation. 

Friends of Laura contradicted several 
other points in the Police Gazette story. 

"Laura isn't a runaway at all. Her 
mother knew she was coming out here. 


Тне street and avenue patrols set up 
by the Youth Coalition for Self-Defense 
have been going on for two weeks now, 
and pig harassment is detinitety own. 

Knowing that there will be trained 
people around to witness their dirty 
deeds, the pigs seem to have retreated to 
the side streets off Telly to do their dirty 
work. 

At the same time, the pigs have begun 
cracking down on those patrol members 
they can identify. Four have been busted 
in the past week. Their total bail was set 
at $8,000. 

“Тһе pig reaction to the patrols was 
really interesting," a patrol coordinator 
told the Tribe. “At first they just 


observed us, trying to find out what we 
were up to. Now, they've taken a lot of 
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She spoke to her mother this morning, 
and her mother didn’t say a thing about 
going back to Chicago. She was just upset 
about her being in jail.” 

Laura was bailed out early Wednesday 
afternoon by the Youth Coalition for 
Self-Defense. Down at the arraignment, 
lawyers were vying for the chance to 
represent her—free of charge. 

The winner was Berkeley attorney 
Paul Rein, who told Judge George Brunn. | 
that Laura was pleading not guilty to the 
panhandling charge, and that she was 
refusing to waive time. 

“We want to get this matter settled as 
quickly as possible," Rein said. 

“Pll bet you just can’t wait to 
cross-examine Mr. DeBonis," said Judge 
Brunn, and the courtroom exploded with 
laughter. The date for the jury trial was 
set for Sept. 30. 

As he walked out of court, Rein was. 
thinking about all the questions he could 
ask Berkeley's clown councilman when he 
testifies. It sounded hilarious. 

In the meantime, Laura has decided 
that she digs Berkeley, and will be 
sticking around for a while. Many people 
showed up at the arraignment to offer to 
help, so she realizes that kooks like 
DeBonis are the exception, not the rule. 

Meanwhile,*Shattuck Ave. is abuzz 
with rumors of where DeBonis strike 
next with his John Birch-Yippie-Guerilla 
Theater Act. “What will he do next?" 
people were asking late Wednesday. 

A representative of the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe categorically denied that 
the DeBonis clown act would be 
incorporated in their next production. 

“It’s not that he isn't theatrical," the 
spokesman said, “but his politics are 
straight out of “Mein Kampf” and would 
be out of tune with what we are trying to 
do.”

“When they make a bust, they call in 
four or five cars, and try to get the person 
busted away before a crowd can collect.”

Badge No. 93, Chris Panagatocos was 
the most scared of all. He whipped out a 
shotgun, and pointed it at the head of 
someone he says picked up a rock. It was 
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Panagatocos' fourth bust of the day. 

Several weeks ago, this same pig, 
Badge 93, had been responsible for trying 
to break the legs of a black dude named 
Charlie Brown, by repeatedly banging a 
car door shut on them. 

Pana Pig was also observed beating the 
shit out of someone in the area of 
Bancroft and Telly, earlier last week. 

Over the next few weeks, Patrol 
members will be getting a crash course in 
street first-aid, and will be able to take 
care of emergencies when necessary. 


The Berkeley Shitty Council refused 
on Tuesday to listen to a speaker Кот 
the Youth Coalition for Self-Defense, 
who wanted to address the council about 
the outrageous police rip-offs that have 
taken place recently. 

The Council also indicated that it will 
refuse to listen to Youth Coalition 
speakers in the future, though the 
Coalition represents seventeen radical 
groups in Berkeley.

It was then proposed that the 
Coalition be heard at another date, but 
this was voted down too.

We had only been evicted hours 
before — and illegally at that — and the 
swine university was already moving in its 
bulldozer to off the oldest house on 
Hearst MY HOME.

All that is confirmed so far is 
that pigmobiles are in and out of the 
University parking lot behind the Inn a 
lot. An informer retreated into the Inn on 
Sunday when a crowd began pelting him 
With rocks. Also on Sunday pigs were 
seen changing shifts in the People’s Park 
across the street. People who live or hang 
out around there should get any more 
information they have to the Tribe,

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Three weeks ago, the TRIBE named Larry Grathwohl, one of the ‘conspirators’ in 
the latest Weatherman bombing indictments, as a police agent who was infiltrating 
underground collectives. Word was out that this supposed brother was actually the pig 
who had set up the bust of Weatherwomen Dianne Donghi and Linda Evans in Apri 

А week later, ‘underground fugitive’ Grathwohl showed up at the TRIBE office- 

probably the most closely watched movement office in Berkeley. He was enraged at 
the accusations we had made against him-told us that he was a revolutionary, and not a 
pig, He threatened to blow up our office if we said any more about him. Last week, we 
ran another story, repeating the charges, and reporting his presence in Berkeley. 
People’s wanted posters went up in the community, denouncing him as a pig. On 
Monday, we were visited by two FBI agents. They wanted to know where we Were 
getling our information, We told them to fuck off. Meanwhile, Grathwohl has been 
living openly in the Bay Area, trying to establish his identity as a.revolutionary who's 
being slandered by a fucked-up, paranoid movement. 
It’s a heavy situation. We were sure we were right about Grathwohl, but pretty 
schocked at how together he was. If the dude is into protesting his innocence in the 
face of all the accusations and suspicions swirling around him in Berkeley, he’s got to 
be a super gutsy pig, wanting desperately to save his cover. And Grathwohl is smart 
and persuasive enough to get some people to trust and believe him. He's testing fora 
gap to wedge himself into the Berkeley movement, opening the way for more 
infiltrating, busting, and generally destroying work that's going on here. 

So it was pretty clear what we had to do. We had to get together all the facts we 
could about why we know he’s a pig, and lay that out to people, Repeating an 
accusation without solid information and facts to back it up wasn’t going to help 
much. 

This past week, the TRIBE has talked with people around the country who were 
close to Grathwohl while he was in Weatherman. People who had trusted him enough 
to struggle, drop acid, work, and fuck with him for as long as seven months, until the 
truth began coming out, We also talked to lawyers who are defending the other 
Weatherpeople busted under the most recent indictment. The different stories we 
heard added in filling out the picture, and none of then: contradicted each other. They 
all agreed about the basic issue: there's no doubt in any of their minds that Larry 
Grathwohl is a police agent. 

The following account is a compilation of what they told us about Grathwohl's 
history in Weatherman. It's still incomplete- there's information and proof that can't 
be brought out until the trial, when the lawyers present a motion for the U.S. 
Government to admit that Larry’s a pig. Still, it’s a story of one of the most 
frighteningly together jobs of police infiltration into the movement that any of us have 
ever heard. 


Larry Grathwohl began hanging 
around the Cincinnati Weather collective 
before the National Action in October, 
1969. He came on as a ‘greaser’ — a 
poor Cincinnati working ` class street 
kid. He said he was an ex-G.L who had 
served his time in Vietnam, and had come 
out of that experience totally disgusted 
with Amerika. He said he had an old 
police record in the city from when he 
was a kid, and that he'd gone to night 
school at the University. He told the 
collective that he'd never dug political 
groups, because none of them seemed to 
be into much; he was attracted to 
Weatherman because it was the first 
organization he'd seen that was really 
into doing shit. 

Grathwohl didn’t go to the National 
Action, but after it was over, he came 
into the Cincinnati collective. People 
didn't quite trust him, and tried to run 
security checks on him. Posing as 
employers, they tried to check out both 
his police record and his claims about 
night school; neither place would release 
any information about him. They met 
with old friends of his, to check out what 
he said about himself; that seemed to fit 
together. They talked heavy to him, 
trying to find out where he was at; ће 


and didn't try to stop it.” He spoke of 
the beauty and strengh of the Vietnamese 
people, and how that had turned him on 
to fighting for revolution here when he 
returned home. The end of the trip was а 
coming together between him and the 
other people in the collective. Tuey felt 
they had made a mistake about him; аё 
their suspicions had been wrong. “Most 
people you suspect of being a pig are 
schmucks anyway;” one of them tol 

us,“if you throw them out, it isn’t much 
of а loss, But with Larry,” what we felt

After the acid trip, Larry became 
much more open in his relationships in 
the collective. He became something of a 
leader in struggling to find a new life and 
a new identity for them as white 
revolutionary kids. He even began to 
loosen up about fucking, one of the 
things he'd always been mosk uptight 
about, and almost incapalwé of. People 
were feeling pretty good about him. 
In February, Dianne Donghi, who'd 
known Larry in Cincinnati, went to 
Chicago. There, she was busted by the 
FBI for interstate transportation of stolen 
weapons. The U.S. Attorney threw the

The best example of how 
Grathwohl handled himself in the 
collective is the story of an ‘acid test of 
him they did in January. For the first six 
hours of the trip, people laid into him 
hard about their suspicions- questioning, 
accusing, and pressing him for 
information.

He demanded to 
meet with other Weatherpeople who were 
underground, and refused to tell Dianne 
why. He said he had his own reasons, and 


him again; she was sick, pregnant, and 
fucked up by the contradiction of caring 
for him and thinking that he might be a 
pig. She tried to make sure that he didn’t 
know much about anyone but her. 
The day of the bust, Larry went out 
to meet with Linda Evans. As they 
walked down the street, they were 
surrounded by FBI agents. "Linda 
Evans", the pigs announced,:‘‘you’re 
under arrest.” They said nothing to Larry 
(or Tom Niehman, the alias he was going 
under). Larry took off down the street. 
He says that when they caught him, he 
pulled a knife, and hit one of them. He 
and Linda were taken to jail, and the pigs

Once out on bail, Grathwohl's travel 
restrictions were that he couldn't leave 
New York. He promptly split to the New 
Haven Panther trial, and hung around 
openly, trying to make contact with 
people. He also went to Cincinnati and 
Dodge City, Iowa, where Linda Evans was 
living in her parent’s custody.

In 
all this traveling, he moved freely and 
obviously- not at all like someone who 
would be thrown back in jail if it was

The only 
explanation for why they dont is that 
he's on their side- one of the most 
together police agents they've ever been 
able to put over on us. 

There are several reasons for why the 
FBI is leaving Grathwohl on the streets, 
despite the fact that his cover is partially 
blown. The most obvious is that they 
want to preserve his cover as a 
Weatherman, so they can use him to 
testify against the others at the trial 
Larry is working hard to reestablish his 
identity as а revolutionary in movement 


circles around the country- his rage and 
protests against our charges are loud and 
clear. It’s possible that people who don’t 
know the facts will be taken in by him, 
and will lead him to further chances to 
destroy work that’s going on, and the 
people who are doing it. And of course, 
the Government might be insane enough 
to hope that Weatherpeople would still 
trust him, and that he would be able to 


lead then to people who are still 
underground. The other possibilities are 
just as insidious. One is that the 


Government is hoping that by leaving him 
open in the midst of all this suspicion, 
some people will take care of, business 
with him. Then maybe they can pin a 
conspiracy to murder charge on Linda 
and Dianne. And if that doesn’t happen, 
maybe- and this is what the 
Weatherpeople's lawyers fear most- 
maybe the Government will off him 
themselves, and pin the blame on people 
they want to put away for a long time.

Both these possibilities make it hard to 
know how to deal with the situation. 

We all know what should happen to 
Larry Grathwohl. But like one of the 
Weather defendants said,'""The thing 
about a level of struggle is, you do it 
when you can win." And right now, 
there's a danger that people with the be 
intentions could move on Grathwohl in a 
way that would fuck up our sisters who 
were busted real bad. What we've got to 
do is deal with him in a way that will put 
him out of circulation, and not hurt any 
of us. For example, if the pigs are forced 
io arrest Grathwohl, and still refuse to 
declare that he's their agent, a good part 
of their legal case will be blown. 

What’s probably the worst thing we 
could do is to think that we can outsmart 
Grathwohl by getting friendly, and 
turning his game around on him. Larry is 
clearly one of the smartest dudes going, 
and to try to turn him around would be 
suicidal. Pigs like him are literally, wired

Los Siete :Eiht Witnesses, Eigh 


have taken the stand so far in the trial of 
Los Siete de la Raza. Each one saw the 
same event—the killing of undercover 
policeman Joseph Brodnik—from а 
different angle. Each one, to a different 
extent, was influenced by his respect for 
law ‘n order, his feelings about “latin 
hippies,” as Los Siete were described in 
the press, and the much-publicized police 
story of the incident (two brave, idealistic 
cops viciously attacked by greasy 
hoodlums, ete.). 

The result, after seven weeks of 
testimony, is an almost unfathomable 
confusion of fact and fancy. But if the 
eight witnesses have not provided any 
clear account of what happened on May 
1, 1969, they have provided some 
remarkable examples of human frailty. 

Stephen Laznibat, for instance, is a 34 
year-old Yugoslavian immigrant who 
looks fifty, so deep are the lines of worry 
and tension in his face. Laznibat works as 
a shop mechanic at the airport. His house, 
438 Alvarado Street, is white with bright 
yellow trim, a few flower pots on the 
porch, and a small patch of greenery 
under the stairs. It is in notably better 
repair than about half the houses on the 
block. 

| As  Laznibat watched  Brodnik's 
partner McGoran get beaten up, and then | 
saw Brodnik himself shot, he grew 
hysterical, "screaming, very angry," as he 
put it. 

Some months later, Laznibat found a 
leaflet on his doorstep, signed by the 
Committee to Defend Los Siete. It 
described the death of Brodnik, the 
subsequent manhunt for and capture of 
six “suspects,” and the general police 
terror in the Mission. A typographical 
error named the address where the events 
took place as 438 Alvarado, Laznibat's 
house, rather than 433 where it actually 
took place. 

Laznibat was furious that anybody 
should be spreading such lies about his 
address, He went to the police to ask 
whether there was any legal recourse he 
could take. 

The police apparently told him to 
forget it. But Laznibat didn't forget: he 
continued to carry the leaflet around 
with him, showing it to everyone he saw, 
and assuring them that nothing of that 
“nature ever happened at his house.

sure to boast (о the press that this 
showed the police were not racist. Mrs. 
Chavez seemed  ambivalent 
testifying—on the one hand perhaps 
feeling some sympathy with the 
defendants; on the other hand, feeling 
insecure about her own position in 
society and thus eager to prove her 
support for the system. Barely had she | 
glanced at the fight taking place across 
the street and more than a hundred feet 
from her home, than Mrs. Chavez called 
tho police. 

Following Mrs. Chavez was 19 year-old 
Anna Diaz, a good-looking brown girl, 
who attends the University of San 
Francisco, She was obviously reluctant to 
testify, but she had no choice, especially 
since at the lineup, she had tentatively 
identified Bebe Melendez as being at the 
scene. D.A. Thomas Norman wanted her 
to point Bebe out in court. But when he 
asked her if she could recognize anybody 
in the courtroom, Miss Diaz paused fora 
long time with a worried look on her face 
and finally said, “They're all so different 
from the last time I saw them...No." 
While establishment reporters and other 
cynics whispered that she must be 
withholding her identification of Bebe for 
fear of repercussions, others in the 
courtroom whispered, “Right on, sister!” 

Anna Diaz was followed by her father, 
Alejandro Garcia Diaz, a portly 
longshoreman who also seemed unhappy

He identified Mario 
Martinez from the witness stand, and 
when defense attorney Charles Garry 
said, “Соте down here and point him 
out; he won't bite you," an almost tearful 
Diaz replied, “It isn’t a question of biting;

The boy who 
was running was short, less than 5'6”. At 
the lineup she identified him as Bebe, but 
in court she made no identification. 

From this incredible confusion, the 
jury can perhaps make out that MeGoran 
is a liar, and started the fight with Gary. 
‘The testimony of eight witnesses, all of 
varying veracity, and some proven liars, 
points to either a short boy, or the tallest 
one, Gary, as the one who fired the gun. 
however accidentally. But Norman is not 
interested in pinpointing one killer, even 
if he could do it. ANYONE guilty of a 
felony (burglary) is also guilty of murder 
if the murder takes place while the 
burglary is being committed. The 
essential job for Norman, then is to 


establish that all six defendants were at 
the scene of what he will probably be 
able to convince the jury WAS a burglary.

Cesar Chavez met with the teamsters 
last week and jointly signed an agreement 
guaranteeing non-interference from the 
Teamsters while the United Farmworkers 
organize non-union labor. 


The United Farmworkers Organizing 
Committee (UFWOC) has initiated a 
boycott against major lettuce and celery 
growers in the Salinas Valley. The 
corporations that own this land are 
refusing their workers the right of a secret 
vote of unionization. UFWOC won a 
major victory after four days of a boycott 
against United Fruit ( of banana fame). A 
union agreement was signed by the largest 
lettuce / celery producer in Salinas. 


The most recent victory came early 
this week when Purex yielded to the 
boycott. Purex is the second largest 
grower in the valley and is currently 
negotiating with UFWOC. 


After the agreement was signed last 
Wednesday between the teamsters and 
UFWOC, Cesar Chavez continued his fast 
demanding that the workers who walked 
out in solidarity with UFWOC be rehired. 
Two thousand farmworkers were 
threatened with firing if they walked out. 
This week, all of the workers were rehired 
and Chavez ended his fast upon his 
doctor’s advice. 


A long and arduous struggle during tne 
grape strike has fulminated into a winning 
strategy for labor. '

More than that, | 
was involved in a shaky and unhealthy 
relationship with a man and was afraid 
the women's movement would threaten 
it. I was right. 

Those first few months were, to say 
the least, schizophrenic. | think one of 
the main reasons | continued going to 
women's meetings was my boyfriend's 
put-down of them. He called them dyke 
meetings in a sneering tone and called me 
bitter and castrating when | said І didn't 
think it was my “womanly duty" to cook 
him dinner every night. It was a way of 
proving 1 was intellectually competent. 
By not giving in to him | felt | was 
proving my opinions were valid. But 
instead of being strong, it was 
masochistic. | was miserable most of the 
time we were together. 

At the same time | was discovering 
women as people who had а similar set of 
experiences and many of the same 
feelings | had. Some of them were 
married. They got by. There was hope 
yet. We began reading Engels and 
deBeauvoir. It was the easiest way to start. 
talking with each other as women. | felt I 
was beginning to understand some of the 
roots of women's oppression: private 
property, consumption, the labor force. | 
had not thought to talk about ту owh 
personal oppression. 

When I broke up with my boyfriend 
at the end of the summer, | sort of 


ist year nthe 


dropped out of my women's collective, 
got a straight job and moved into a one 
room apartment with my cat and dog. ! 
was depressed pretty steadily all fall. Too 


"depressed to go to meetings, but too 


depressed to stay in and brood all the 
time. One day | ran into a woman from 
my collective. “Where have you been?” 
she asked. | was surprised. I was sure they 
had forgotten all about me by now. 

One of the most amazing things to me 
about the women's movement was 
discovering that so many women came 
into it feeling as ambivalent as | had. On 
the one hand looking down at women for 
being frivolous and empty headed. On the 
other identifying with all the romantic 
myths. For me it was longing for Prince 
Charming to ride up on his white charger 
and tell me it was all right; he 
understood. When he didn't come felt 
the failure so strongly ! couldn't do 
anything. | was failing as a woman. How 
could | possibly do anything worthwhile? 
1 spent many sleepless nights trying to 
sort out all the fear and emotion that 
kept me awake and unable to make the 
feelings that were tearing my head apart. 
come out on paper. 

Learning to trust other women was 
the hardest part. | had never had any 
good long-term friendships with women. I 
had never thought much of them, so I 
always turned to men for "serious 
intellectual discussions.” When I returned 
to my collective | found that here were 
people | hadn't known for long who 
really cared about me. Why? Because for 
the first time we were beginning to see a 
pattern. in our lives. We had all been 
conditioned and fucked over in 
essentially the same ways. We had all had. 
mothers, fathers, boyfriends. Knowing we 
all shared a common oppression didn’t 
make the fear go away. It was 
exhilarating, yes, to say here at last are 
people who care and understand. But 
what was to guarantee that continuing? 
After all we can only sit around 
empathizing with each other so long. 
Then what? 

That was the question being asked at. 
the forming of Bread and Roses. 
Suddenly | was in a room with a hundred 
women. | sat feeling small and insecure 
most of the tíme. | had never been able to 
talk in large groups. Why should this be 
any different? Sometimes it wasn't. 
Sometimes a woman would forget my 
name and | wanted to crawl away. 
Sometimes 1 would feel a panic that we 
were going to be no different than male 
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dominated groups. Then someone would 
say what | had been thinking, or, surprise, 
1 would say it and someone would agree 
and Id relax a little. 

We were talking more and more in 
Bread and Roses about our relation to the 
movement as a whole and to third world 
struggles against imperialism. We debated 
the need for an autonomous women's 
movement at all. Then some guy would 
make а pass or an unfriendly joke when | 
was hitching home from meeting, and it. 
would become clear again, the reason 
women need to get together. 

1 was becoming aware of other forms 
of everyday oppression. | would tell the 
men at work to do their own xeroxing 
and stop looking at my legs. | dreaded 
riding in the elevator, because inevitably, 
some “gentleman” in the front would 
crowd to the back to let me pass. “You're 
in front; you get out first.” | would say. | 
was very impatient then. | felt sure they 
were all laughing at me and there weren't 
that many women in my office | could 
talk to. 

The first time I said, “Fuck off!” to а 
remark designed to turn me into a piece 
of meat, it felt liberating. But whena guy “ 
laughed at me for it, | wanted to punch 
him, but ! knew ! couldn't. | was learning 
about self-determination. A lot like black 
people, а lot like Vietnamese. Imperialism 
isn't 50 remote anymore. 

When we had our first all women's 
demonstration it was beautiful! We sang 
songs, did guerilla theatre, chanted and 
talked to gether. A movement with its 
own songs. Far out! When we all stood 
singing together, | remembered the 
poetry | hadn't been able to write. It was 
like seeing an old friend. Poetry, singing, 
and dancing together have helped keep us 
going. 

1 would Икё’го say we've come a long 
way; l'd like to say it was all loneliness 
and pain before, but that's all over now. 
It hasn't been exactly like that. All the 
bitterness has not gone away; neither 
have all the loneliness and pain. But they 
don't hurt so much anymore, | have some 
support now of people who are just as fed 
up as | am of leading lives whose promises 
are all myths and who are willing to fight 
with me to make changes in our own 
lives. That makes me feel stronger.” And 
although it doesn't make it any less 
humiliating to be catcalled on the street 
(if anything it makes it more unbearable) 
the good feeling | get from other women 
makes me know I’m doing the right thing 
and there's no going back.

Right now, Berkeley and Boston are the 2 
most active and together youth scenes in 
the country. The number of young 
people gathered: in a small агеа-- 
Cambridge, the heart of the scene there, 
is about as big as Berkeley-- makes it 
possible for stuff to get together a lot 
easier than in New York, where people 
can get lost or ignored in the hugeness of 
the city. 

What struck me most about the 
difference between here and there was 
stuff about violence and women’s 
liberation. We almost take fortnightly 
bombings as a common occurence, 
nothing to freak out about. Thousands of 
freaks here ate armed and training to use 
arms. Even the Free U. teaches a gun 
course. г 

This isn't {тие Шеге. There've been 
very few bombings, and not nearly as 
many kids are armed or even planning to 
be armed soon. Nevertheless, many 
people there are down on rioting and 
think that they have to move on to 
tighter, more guerrilla type activities. 
There’ve been 2, mini-tiots there this 
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summer, one on July 26 which seems to 
have been called by the pigs (there was 
this leaflet for it which was totally 


insane and terrible) and another on 
August 5 which never really got 
anywhere. Neither really attacked 


important objects of peoples hatred or 
mobilized people to act. 

But as we've seen all summer, and 
pretty much all last year, knowing about 
guns and revolutionary violence does not 
make for a together community or taking 
the offensive against everything that 
keeps us down. For us to be able to do 
what we've got to, and to involve millions 
of people in it, we're going to have to go 
thru big changes. And it’s women who 
have most consistently raised those 
issues- how we are with each other, 
bourgeois attitudes, , power-tripping " 
egotism/communalism. 

And when issues are raised and men 
are defensive and dont accept the 
seriousness of them, we can be pretty sure 
that the peoples firepower isnt going to 
be used real well. 

In Boston there is a very active and 
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together women’s liberation movement , 
centering around one group, called Bread 
and Roses, with 400 women organized 
into small groups. 

And over the past couple years they 
have been able to raise open a lot of 
minds about the need for women getting 


together and taking leadership in the’ 


‘overall movement. Here, the women’s 
liberation movement doesn’t have all that 
much to do with the other political 
movement activity, which means that we 
don’t have to confront male chauvinism 
as regularly as our counterparts in 
Boston. It means that “political” women 
here are cut off from some of the 
strength of the women’s liberation 
movement, and therefore can’t push the 
changes that have to be made as well. 

It seems real related: the disorganized 
and chaotic quality of the riots we have 
here, the almost lack of talking and 
writing before and after that makes them 
most meaningful, the haughty 
assumptions about our revolutionary 
activities, the oppressive male domination 
of the Ave, the loose talk about “doing 
it" by people who aren't . . . АП that, and 
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{һе separation of the women who are 
heavy into women's liberation from the 
rest of the folks into basically the same 
stuff, and of all those people together 
from tens of thousands of freaks who are 
also into the same stuff, without calling it 
politics. 1f we're really building a 
revolutionary movement and not а 
million isolated individuals and groups 
trying to get this or that specific victory, 
then it’s going to Бе а long time coming} 
and we're going to have to learn how to 
be always changing. 

It’s great that there are as many 
people here doing shit, and preparing for 
shit, as there are; but revolutions aren’t 
made in a month, or a year, or by a 
couple of heavy things. What we have to 
do to win involves completely 
transforming our lives. And everybody 
has to dig, what is behind the women’s 
liberation movement, and make it part of 
ourselves. If not, people who are doing 
stuff will get fucked up, and many people 
will be turned off by what is happening. 
We can get the technology we need when 
revolutionaries are ready. 
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MINNEAPOLIS. 


The federal office building in 
downtown Minneapolis was bombed early 
Monday morning. There was an estimated 
$500,000 in damages caused by twenty 
stickes of dynamite placed under the 
front steps. The blast was so powerful 
that chunks of conerete weighing several 
hundred pounds were hurled across the 
street and the water mains were 
shattered. The building housed _ the 
induction center and military recruiting 
offices. One security pig was slightly 
injured by the explosion.

At a Peking get-together, Chou En-Lai 
promised the exiled premier 
Cambodia, Penn Nouth, that Prince 
Sihanouk would receive free military aid 
in Cambodia’s struggle against Amerikan 
aggression. 

Nine members of  Sihanouk's 
government in exile, have been sentenced 
to death in absentia by a military tribunal 4 
in Phnom Penh. Sihanouk received an in 
absentia death sentence last month. 
Meanwhile Cambodia has been under 
martial law since June 1.

QUEBEC LIBRE! 


There is a lack of awareness by our 
American brothers of the national 
liberation struggle being waged іп 
Quebec. We, the Quebecois, have been 
fighting for independence for centuries 
and in the past few years the struggle has 
so intensified that Quebec is the only 
place in North America where there exists. 
a revolutionary situation. 

The history of the French speaking 
Quebecois has been а tragic one. 
Originally a French colony, totally 
neglected by the colonial government, it 
passed under the heel of English 


proclaimed that we would be “Masters in 
our own House”, but of course there was 
no way we could buy back what had been 
stolen from us, Every government since 
1960 has supported business over labor 
and tried to consolidate the pi ion of 
the small puppet French elite. 

But the 1960’s saw the beginnings of 
the not so quiet, "Quiet Revolution.” 
People took to the streets in increasing 
numbers; well organized political groups 
formed with a mass base. As the 
repression grew worse the class struggle 
took on a more violent nature with the 


fighting tooth and nail with every U.S. 
monopoly making it very difficult to steal 
from Quebec. The educational scene is 
even worse. In Montreal, our largest city, 
there are two English universities and 
only one French one (not counting the 
Universite de Quebec, thrown together 
last year and really a glorified high 
school.) This may appear strange for 80% 
of Quebec is French speaking. The 
government in order to “rectify the 
situation” has created a system of Junior 
Colleges with an accent on technical 
training to handle growing numbers of 


conquerers in 1763. Immediately a 
movement to win self-determination 
sprang up that no government has been 
able to suppress. Agitation against English 
rule culminated in 1837 with a rebellion 
which “Les Anglais” were able to crush 
with more than a little difficulty. School 
texts tell us today that the revolution was 
but “an uprising by a few hothead youths 
against some minor judicial abuse.” 

In 1867 when Quebec was forced into 
{һе Canadian confederation by its ruling 
elite, two phenomena were visible. One 
was the formafion of the ‘St. James 
Street Boys’, a powerful group of English 
financiers who backed every form of 
reaction including the church and a 
puppet provincial government. The 
second was the: flowing in of huge 
amounts of American capital. Because of 
the ready availability of U.S. $$$, by 
1900 Amerika embarked on the usual 
program of economic subjugation. Since, 
Quebec society has retained the character 
of near total U.S. control over her 
unbelievably rich natural resources, ап 
English managerial class, and ап 
impoverished French working class. 

The main contradictionsin our lives are 
Amerikan domination and 
Anglo-Canadian control. But this 
situation is no longer just economic and 
political, it has taken the form of cultural 
genocide. French education has been 
threatened by the passing of recent laws 
that put English and French schooling on 
an “equal” level, whereas we all know the 
language with economie power shall win 
out. 

The cultural genocide has been more 
than flagrantly obvious since the absolute 
rule of Premier Maurice Duplesis, 
1944-1959. He told the big U.S. 
monopolies that they could buy Quebec 
for a pittance and promised a docile 
working class. This PIG used police power 
openly to bust every union and strike he 
could. He began the process of swamping 
the Quebecois in a sea of English North 
Americans, exposing them to the most 
perverse aspects of straight Amerikkka, 
trying to Anglophy them. His successors 


people takint to terrorism and mass 
demonstrations of solidarity. On the 
streets, in factories, in schools, in our 
homes we have begun a people’s war. 
Today the economy of Quebec is in 
turmoil. There is high unemployment and 
no real economic growth because 
everything is U.S. owned and dependent 
on the inflationary situation in Amerika. 
Quebecois workers are layed off before 
American workers. But radical unions are

For several years the Front for the 
National Liberation of Chad has been 
engaged in a little known, yet bitter 
struggle against French colonialism, 
Israeli interventionism and their local 
puppets, The struggle has been harsh and 
has taxed the freedom-loving peoples of 
Chad to the utmost. 


Were it a simple case of defeating the 
forces of the Frence puppet Tombalbaye, 
the victorious outcome of the struggle 
might already be a reality. Yet the active 
participation of French colonial troops 
such as the elitist Foreign Legion and 
Parachutist elements whose equipment 
and armaments are far superior to those 
of FROLINA, has forced some 700,000 


Chadiens to flee to refugee camps in 
Southern Libya. The presence of Israeli 
“advisors” (in a country bordered by the 
Libyan and Soudanese Arab Republics), 
has further added to the difficulties of 
the struggle. 

FROLINA maintains offices in Algers 
and Damascus, yet has little if any funds 
available for the much needed publicity 
for its struggle to rid Chad of French 
colonialism. Funds, such as they are, are 
sorely needed for armaments and medical 


French high school graduates. All these ` 
schools are designed to keep youth from 
flooding the labor market and are 
overcrowded, lack books and facilities, 
and have more than the usual number of 
inept and conservative faculty. Graduates 
have found that there are only menial 
jobs if any for them. Consequently 
French youth presents the state with an 
entire generation of politically conscious 
and united revolutionaries. Even a 


significant segment of English youth have 
begun identifying as Quebecois instead of 
Canadians and joined the révolution. 

The events of this year point out.the 
militancy of the Quebecois. Although the 
Montreal city council banned any 
demonstrations for 6 months after the 
October 7 police strike and subsequent 
people’s uprising (which few outside 
Montreal know much about because of 
the media blackout) there were over 200 
demonstrations by April. 

At the end of April there was a 
provincial election. The left entered in 
the form of the Parti Quebecois, a 
coalition whose leadership wanted to 
form a national bourgeois republic, but 
85% of whose supporters were for an 
independent socialist Quebec. 
Considering that thousands of names 
were left off the voting lists, that 
constituencies were gerrymandered, that 
much of the left boycotted the election, 
that many voted for independent leftists, 
it is surprising that the P.Q. got 30% of 
the vote. On May 1, the real labor day, 
thousands of militant workers 
brandishing red flags marched through 
MOntreal chanting “This is only they 
beginning — continue the struggle." 

Since May the struggle has again 
intensified. There are no innocent’ 
bystanders in a revolutionary scene. The 
population has been polarized on a class 
bases. Radical union papers have doubled 
their already large circulations. Massive 
caches of F.L.Q. (Front Liberation 
Quebecois) small arms and dynamite 
Stores have been found, yet bombings 
continue to increase. Even traditionally 
conservative and religious farmers in little 
rural towns have begun to talk about 
co-operatives and have become involved 
in separatism. Everywhere people are 
shouting “Епа 1.5. Imperialism. End 
Capitalism. Solidarity with the People of. 
the World in the struggle for freedom.” 

We are not Canadians — Nous sommes 
Quebecois. Support us brothers. We-have 
taken up arms against the monster, you 
must continue to resist in Amerika, 
intensify your struggle giving all your 
strength for humanity.

supplies which are in desperately short 
supply. 

Yet units of FROLINA continue to 
score victories, at times armed with little 
more than machetes and have actually 
managed to force the withdrawal of much 
of the Foreign Legion from Chad during 
July 1970. 


The history of Chad has been typical 
of most colonized countries. It was a 
French colony form the 1890s to 1960 
when it became “independent” with the 
French lackey Tombalbaye as president 
and а substantial French garrison 
stationed in the Capital and other major 
cities. 


The French-did not build a single 
railway, most roads are unpaved and they 
control 99% of all cotton production and 
export (raw cotton comprises 70% of 
Chad’s exports), as well as complete 
“rights” over bauxite and possible oil 
deposits. Chad is forced to re-import 
cotton products from  Fance ар 
exhorbinant prices. 

The population of Chad is some 50% 
moslem, the rest being mainly animist 
with a 4% Christian minority. 
Tombalbaye, a Christian, employs only 


Christians as high officials, functionaries 
and tax tollectors. 

In 1963 he arrested and had murdered 
most non-Christian cabinet members, 
opposition leaders and intellectuals, In 
1964 the National Assembly voted 
unanimously for the withdrawal of all 
foreign troops from Chad. Tombalbaye's 
response was to request fróm De Gaulle 
(with an almost immediate response) 
several thousand more French troops. 
With these forces and under the direction 
of his French and Israeli overlords he 
embarked on a campaign of extortion, 
torture and murder against the 
overwhelming majoriey of Chadiens. 

Yet with the defeat and withdrawal of 
the French Foreign Legion, the defeat of 
the rest of the French colonialists and 
Israeli interventionists becomes 
inevitable, and without them Tombalbaye 
and his jackals of imperialism will be 
flung onto the garbage pile of 
colonialism. 

The freedom loving peoples of Chad 
under the leadership of Dr. Abba Sidick 
and FROLINA will win the right of all 
peoples, the right to self-determination. A 
bas gaullisme, merde a Pompidou, long 
live FROLINA’s victory!

ARTS AND CRAFTS FAIR 


From the ashes of the past the MP 


HAIGHT rises again to join hands in the 
Woodstock Nation — the time has come 
— the life style lives. 

Haight-Ashbury, S.F. —FNU (Freak 
NEWS Unlimited) 

For the last month freaks in the 
Hashbury have been zipping around 
preparing for the Haight-Ashbury Arts & 
Crafts Festival, Helping H.A.N.D. 
(Haight-Ashbury Neighborhood 
Development) named after the group 
sponsoring the event. The пате. is 
deceiving — H.A.N.D. is just a bunch of 
us freaks trying to get it together. А little 
background history here will enlighten 
the subject. 

Grapevine had it that H.A.N.D. was a 
city hall sponsored group set up to rid the 
area of “Hippies” (whoever they are?) A 
few of us undesireables hung with the trip 
waiting their chance as the straights 
argued among themselves and one by one 
split. In January at a meeting of the 
general membership only freaks shoed up 
and consequently took over the Board of 
Directors — then all hell broke loose — 
the straights came screaming “improper 
procedure” and petitioned for a new 
election mustered to regain control. 

Meanwhile, behind the scenes, word 
went out to the “hip community” about 
the bullshit coming down. Sixty members 
were added to the roster and by the time 
the meeting rolled around it was Freak - 
76, Straights - 43. 

Getting down to business the whole 
board was dismissed and a new one 
elected. It was clear who had the majority 
and the new board contained 11 freaks 
and 10 straights. We didn’t want to 
"boguard" the trip, just have a say. 

However, it is still true we have the 
people, but they have the power. At the 
first Board of Directors meeting most of 
the straights quit. At the next general 
membership meeting only 19 or 20 
people showed up and the straight, 
gloated as they saw us falling apart. But 
the 
were left were ready to go to work. A few 
of the proposed projects are a food 
conspiracy, free bakery, the 
Haight-Ashbury legal project, and feed 
“the children program.

My mother, about ten or fifteen years 
ago, used to play piano, professionally, at 
several black churches in the Oakland 
area. 1 used to sit on the wooden benches, 
or the folding chairs with my sister, and 
watch her play. Mainly she played for the 
churches’ choir. But, every now and then 
someone would come out of the audience 
to do a number and she would back ’em 
up. It was back in those days, that I 
discovered how an audience can be a 
source of power for performers, with 
their total involvement. 

Whenever the audience joined in 
singing, and shoutin, my mother and the 
choir would come alive! And before long 
the choir would be out there in the 
audience singing and shoutin with ’em. 
They'd be “tearing the church up,” 
getting what we call “happy”. I was a 
little to young to really understand what 
was goin’ on, but I can still remember 
how I used to tremble a little bit inside, аз) 
I watched all them soulful folks singing 
and dancing. When the preacher came on 
to preach, (usually some little short cat 
from the South) the people would 


respond to the dude, but they didn’t f 


really get involved until the church choir | 
came back on! 

Some of the rock concerts I go to 
nowadays, remind me of those days in 
the churches. When some group like, The 
Who, or Jimi Hnedrix is headlined, there's 
always one or two lesser known groups 
on before them. The audience usually 
responds to these groups like the church 
audiences responded to the preacher, but 
they get INVOLVED when the main 
attraction hits the stage! Sometimes 
ignoring these lesser knowns can cause 
you to miss something you didn’t want to 
miss. 1 missed out on Jethro Tull once 
because 1 had come to see Ten Years 
After, and Jethro Tull was a lesser known 
"group. But, sometimes ignoring these 
lesser knowns can work in your favor. 1 
completely ignored Blue Cheer one night 
at the old Filmore waiting for Vanilla 
Fudge to come on, and it worked out just 
fine. But do as you will my children, and 
I hope that you suffer not for it.

In a situation similar to that of the 
Special Processing Detatchment at Fort 
Ord, tensions in Fort Dix’s Special 
rocessing Battalion are very high, 
ppression is increasing as GIs are busted 
nd confrontation with the brass becomes 
inevitable. 

SPB at Ft Dix is a unit of some eight 

or nine hundred lower ranking enlisted 
men who have gone AWOL and have been 
dropped from their original units. Since 
its beginnings, SPB has been a center and 
source of dissent on base, and the recent 
stepped up repression has taken the form 
of blatant racism against the black and 
Chicano Gls assigned to SPB. 
On Wednesday, July 22, a black GI 
was arrested and charged with assault on 
a basic trainee. The trainee was not 
present to identify the black soldier who 
was locked in the “cage”, a large 
enclosure walled with steel mesh. He 
wasn’t formally charged with anything 
and was not allowed to see a lawyer- 

Late that night leaders of the black 
and Chicano Gls in SPB called a meeting 
to discuss the unjust treatment of the 
brother. The racist brass in SPB later said 
that the meeting was called to "get 
together to break windows and lights.” 
As the meeting progressed, seven carloads 
of MPs pulled üp in front of SPB 
Operations, and a truckload of 30 MPs 
dressed in riot control gear waited 
nearby. 

A confrontation developed between 
the brothers and the MPs, but after about 
15 minutes the men returned to their 
barracks and resumed the meeting. As a 
result of the meeting, the next morning 
all the black GIs fell in behind the regular 
formation, making their own formation. 
When First Sergean ә d 

ісапоз im formation to form up in 
front of the regular formation, now all 
White, several of the anti-racist GIs 
started chanting and yelling at the 
sergeants and the brass. Afraid of what 
might happen, Sgt. Mahan ordered the 
white GIs out on detail. 

Sgt. Mahan then read off the names of 
five black soldiers who were charged with 
beating up an informer. The five were 
taken and put in confinement. This led to 
increased animosity on the part of the 
black GIs. 

Subsequently all GIs were restricted 
to barracks and armed guards were put in 
front of all SPB buildings. Guards, with 
12-guage shotguns patrolled the area 
around SPB and two officers with loaded 
.45s patrolled the area in a jeep.

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SPB were given passes in an effort to 
relax the tension, but by Tuesday things 
began to get hot again. An MP was beaten 
up in the area; a trainee was beaten and 
robbed; the nearby telephone center was 
wrecked. 

At Wednesday afternoon’s formation 
eight black soldiers were charged with 
assault on five white soldiers. The five

whites stood beside the. battalion’s 
officers, while 25 to 30 armed guards 
surrounded the formation. After the eight 
black men were taken to the cage, the 
five whites walked through the formation 
and fingered thirteen more black Gls. 
These men were also put in the cage. АП 
21 are now in the stockade awaiting 


general court martials, the military's 
highest court. 
Capt. McCarthy then told the 


formation of some 150 SPB personnel, 
“There are 140 new spaces available in 
the stockade for SPBers, And I will do 
my damndest to fill them.” 

That evening all SPB personnel were 
confined to their barracks and guards 
were given orders to shoot to kill if any 
of the Gls attempted to leave the 
restricted area. One man was actually 
shot at that night. The brass, fearful of an 
uprising, put a heavy guard around the 
SPB area, even importing 175 MPs, 
trained in riot-control, from Ft. Meade, 
Md. 

Tensions between SPB personnel and 
their captors are at a near breaking point. 
Gls in SPB, busted for even a minor 
offense, are sent to the stockade. The 
SPB Headquarters received a bomb 
threat, The whole place could blow at 
any moment, 

GIs are learning that they can no 
longer take the shit the brass hands out, 
and that they must stand up against the 
rasist and oppressive tactics of the brass. 


Letter from a Vietnam 6.1: 


Dear M.D.M.: 

Your paper, Up Against The 
Bulkhead, was like a breath of fresh air in 
а stuffy building. I am very pro-left after 
being in Viet Nam 10% months. A buddy 
of mine gave me your paper because he 
knew how I felt about the fascism and 
racism in the military and the US 
government. I have 52 days left in Viet 
Nam. I get out of the Marine Corps as 
soon as I get home. I will be living in the 
Bay Area and hope to take part actively 
against the war and for the revolution. 


Brother, you don't know how good it 
is to see I'm not alone in my thinking. I 
especially liked your article on Bobby 
Seale. Bobby has always been one of my 
heroes because he and Huey refused to be 
pushed around. It also made me feel very 
good when the Black Panther Party said it. 
was for all oppresses people. I always 
believed in the Panthers, but I felt sort of 
left out because I was white. The article 
about Bobby Seale made me feel we can 
all pull together. 


I hope to visit your office in Berkeley 
when I get home and see what I can do to 
help. Your twelve points would be the 
perfect start of a Declaration of 
Independence. So Until we meet, All for

On Wednesday, August 12, GIs in the 
Special Processing Detachment (SPD) at 
Ft Ord battled Military Pigs for several 
hours and then burned down their two 
mess halls. 

The brothers in the SPD, which is one 
step down from the stockade, hit MPs 
with stones and later bottles. In addition 
to burning down their mess halls, the 
windows in the recreation room were 
trashed and the brothers from the SPD 
maximum security section, called the 
"cage", were freed by the rest of the 
prisoners. An MP car was stoned, all its 
windows smashed. 

The next night two molotov cocktails 
were thrown against a barracks, but pigs 
disguised as SPD prisoners have so heavily 
infiltrated the confinement area that they 
had no trouble in putting out the fire. 
During the day the brothers had vowed to 


burn all of SPD down, but due to the 
undercover pigs planted among the 


prisoners, they decided to hold off. 

There has also been talk among SPD 
brothers that they direct their anger 
towards targets that would hurt the brass 
even more and also involve soldiers 
outside of SPD. Among the targets 
mentioned were the Post Exchange and 
the post branch of the Bank of Amerika. 
‘Tensions are still very high and always 
will remain that way. Anything could set 
off another riot. 

Fort Ord SPD is a minimum security 
facility containing army Gls of whom 


“They Tried to Kill Me” 


An ex-Marine sergeant - hipped the 
Senate to the fact that marines in 
Vietnam cannot be fucked over with 
impunity. Robert J. Parkinson related 
that “оп September 23, 1969, at about 
12:30, a hand grenade was rolled under 
my bed and detonated.” 

The sergeant figured that his men 
wanted to kill him because of his 
objections to smoking marijuana. He said 
his men were so stoned that “they 
couldn't do their jobs...they were 
useless.” He apparently feels that anyone 
who is not into killing Vietnamese is 
useless. The real reason people tried to 
off him is uncertain. 


Reservists Don't Dig War 

More than one thousand National 
Guardsman and Reservists from all over 
the country have signed a petition calling 
for immediate, total withdrawal from 
Vietnam. The petition is the first large 
public war protest by officers and men 
from the Reserves and Guard. The signers 
come from all the branches of the U.S. 
military reserves. 

Their statement also calls for the 
withdrawal of American troops and 
advisors from other countries besides 
Vietnam. “We don’t want Guatemala, 
Thailand, or Bolivia to become the 
Vietnams of teh 1970’s. One Vietnam is 
enough.”

The Wednesday night riot was sparked Ж 
by the bust of two prisoners by military X 
pigs.

MPs are not supposed io 
harrass SPD prisoners in the SPD area 
according the their own regulations. The 
MPs are to stay away from people 
confined in SPD, because the brass is 
afraid that contact between MPs and 
prisoners will lead to immediate riot. 

The two prisoners were taken to the 
MP station, but were shortly released 
because there was nothing to really hold 
them on. Meanwhile, the SPD soldiers 
gathered to discuss the situation and to 
discuss the oppression which they face 
every day. The tension was high and their 
anger grew until it intervention by the 
Military Pigs precipitated the riot.
